The increased 
population i in the province of Quebee w ill make the unit of represen- 
tation larger than heretofore, ‘with the result that the same popula- 
tion next census will not afford the Maritime Provinces the same 
number of representatives that it did last. But while the Maritimes 
have stood still, the west has grown wondertiully and the larger unit |: 
notwithstanding, the next census will find the west entitled to a 
larger number ‘of members. 

t is against the fulfilment of this arrangement that the Mavri- 
time people protest with such great violence.

Prince Rupert Offers to Reduce 
Assessment of G. T. P. on 
Certain Conditions 


Prince Rupert, B.C., Dec. 28.—The 
city council has offered to reduce the 
assessment placed on the 
Trunk Pacific railway property from 
$7,000,000 to $2,000,000 for a ten year 
period, but D'Arcy Tate, solicitor for 
the railway company, has not yet ac- 
ceded although he will lay the propo- 
sition before the railway officials in 
Montreal. Mr. Tate, who came here 
two weeks ago to confer with the 
railway authorities regarding the as- 
sessment of the railway’s property his 
returned south, and following the con- 
ference with the government in Vic- 
toria will leave for Montreal. 

As a result of tthe negotiations the 
city council of Prince Rupert  sub- 
mitted an offer to charge the compaity 
not more than $25,000 in taxes a year 
for ten years on an assessment of 
$2,000,000, but the railway represen- 
tative asked for a further reduction 
to $10,000 annually. In view of the 
fact that the first assessment of $7.- 
000,000 had been reduced so mater- 
ially, the city council declared it could 
not see its way clear to make any 
further concessions. 

Attached to its offer of assessment 
of $2,000,000 the city council, however, 
had several strings which included a 
grant to the cry of parks, uw city hall 
site, and other properties, the com- 
pany also to promise to begin work at 
once on its hotel, station, roundhouse, 
engine works and floating docks, and 
also to commence aative operations 
on a dry dock as soon as the neces- 
sary arrangements were completed 
with the Dominion — government. 
Among the properties which the city 
asked. as grants were two reservoir 
sites, six park sites, cemetery site, a 
block for a city hall, strip of water 
front, and certain other unoccupied 
tracts, 


Development Company. 


The city council also declared that 
the property of ‘the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific Development company should re- 
main taxed to the same extent as 
private property, and that any land 
alienated by the railway company 
should also come under full assess- 
ment and taxation providing that there 
was a corresponding decrease in the 
assessment of the remaining land and 
improvements in the hands of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. 

In case the Grand Trunk Pacific 
company agrees to accept the memo- 
randum drawn up by the Prince Rup- 
etr city council, or a new agreement 
is made, the r1.epayers in tthe city will 
be asked to ratify tthe negotiations be- 
fore anything final is decided on,

a million, is headed by Andrew Laid- 
law, of Spokane, and owns large areas 
in the Jasper Park, just beyond the 
crossing of the G. T. P. over the Ath- 
‘abasca. 

All these companies have donc con- 
siderable work within the past year, 
and will be ready to deliver coal. next 
year. The Yellowhead Pass Co. and 
the. Pacific Pass Co. properties will be 
tapped by the fifty mile G, T. P. 
branch now building south from the 
main line; and which will be completed 
next summer. 

The German Development Company 
is headed by prominent eastern and 
German capitalists who, in conjunc- 
tion with the Canadian Northern rail- 
way, have secured vast coal areas 
along the Brazeau river, which pro- 
perty will be served by the Canadian 
Northern branch from Stettler, and 
the G. T, P. branch from Edson. The 
Canadian Northern, under the name 
of the Brazeau Collicries, have secured 
a large amount cf capital from the old 
countny to develop their coal, and are 
rushing construction of the branch 
railway in order to take out coal next 
year. 

The Pembina Coal Company was or- 
ganixed under the auspices of the 
Western Canada Land Company, and 
have expended $1,000,000 in purchas- 
ing valuable coal lands along the Pem- 
bina river, 60 miles west of Edmonton. 
They have a capitalization of $1,100,- 
000 and have done development work 
this year. In addition to this com- 
pany, several other companies cap- 
italized with money from the United 
States are developing coal in the vic: 
inity of the Pembina. 


Provide for Mountain Haul 

Much of the coal that will be de- 
veloped along the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific will supply the fuel to at least 
two railway companies for the haul 
over the mountains, The G. T. P. and 
CN. R. will take a very large pro- 
portion of the coal produced for this 
purpose alone. But much of it also 
will go to heat the homes of the 
prairie provinces, and Edmonton wiil 
stand to benefit immensely from such 
trade. New coal towns which will 
be tributary to Edmonton in trade and 
commerce, will spring up in the new 
coal country.
